laws and customs. 
A vindication coming 


from an enemy is a fnr more splendid 
.triumph than one extorted from, nro even 
gratuitously furnished by n friend. 


Not more than two yenrs hnvo passed 


frince a leading statesman publicly ndvo 
cated in Parliament nn extension of tho 
elective franchise, nnd this ho did valor 
ously in^tlie- very face of what was snppos 
ed to be the reaction in tliU country. Tin 
dragons teeth had hoou sowed nnd accord 
Ing tothe settled conviclions o/ (lie arisro- 
'Qfata, a plentiful harvest way to bo reaped— 
that is, the ballot box hud been put witli- 
iu tho common grnsp, and the country was 
ruined in consequence thereof.

In the London 
constituencies every householder may be 
Baid to be a voter. Therefore wo have no 
riots. There is no mob, but n population 
of men seriously interested i.i n contest, 
and having legitimate menus of influencing 
it," 
Objections may bo raised tothe ab- 


solute correctness of this reasoning, be- 
cause riots have occurred in Ijondun and 
elsewhere, just nt the pieeiso time when 
voters hnvo been trying to exercise their 
rights, nnd yet its general correctness will 
hardly bo questioned by any intelligent 
observer. 


We aro not glad thai there have been ri- 


onsdemonstrntionsat the English li'i 
but wo nro glnd to have justice Anna to us, 
although meted out in sin-ill cjimntilios 
and given grudgingly. May the day not 
be fnr distant when the oppressed working 
men of Knglnml <,li,,|/ bo iuvesfed with 
rights more precious thnn the glittering 
insignia of nobility, nnd more conducive 
to tho gonnralgnod than i01 the bnnblc-s 
of a kingdom. In this stirring ago we re- 
quire something moro than shows nnd 
sights, wo want the massive, but hitherto 
despised strength of the people, concen- 
trated, and directed to tho elevation of 
their own kith an 1 kin. \Vo want them to 
lift themselves to the topmost rank of men 
and to well deserve such nn exalted sta- 
tion. Tho heart of n true American re- 
sponds to kindness; whether manifested at 
homo or abroad, nnd therefor.-: it is that 
wo nlways'hail with delight any practical 
, recognition of tho inherent cexcllcucies of ii 
our political system. Flattery is despic.i-1 
able, and it is not this we desire. ])j- 
lieving'tlmt the correspondent in question 
is ono of n class ardently devoted to the 
. haf>pjncss of his own country, whatever 
' mjiyjw his feeling towards us, wo con- 
gratnlato him on the boldness of his utter- 
ances, nnd wo hope the time may soon 
come when the ballot box may be ns open 
in England lis it is in America.
